Blast furnace capacity aad perform- 


ance are altogether different things 
these days, as transportation condi- 
tions have prevented^ full supply oC 
raw materials going to blast furnaces, 
practically all the time since tote in 
November, 1916, says American Metal 
Market Usually ihe question "What 
is our blast furnace capacity?" comes 
up only in dull Uines, when, there is 
not enough business to show what the 
furaecea can do. In active times the 
| furnaces operate and the commercial 
capacity is substantially what the ac- 
tual production shows. Nowadays it 
i£ different. 


There was a hiatus in blast furnace 


construction, no new furnaces being 
completed in 11*14. The lew furnaces 
that .had been projected and nftt prerl- 


that had been shown was about 31,- 
OW.OOO tons, for a, short time in the 
spring of 1913, while the year's pro- 
duction was only 30,966.152 tons. In 
1U14 and 1915 the common estimates 
u ere that the total capacity was not in 
e-icess of about 35,000.000 tons. 


Then there came a surprise. With 


only three new furnaces completed in 
1315 (So. 5 at Steelton and the two 
Steel Corporation furnaces at Duluth) 
the country ear!;.- in 191G reached a 
rate of producing about 
311,700,000 


tons ol pig'iron a year. The furnaces 
were doing much better individually, 
in many cases, than had been expected 
and were in-deed breaking their old 
records. There had been some changes 
in practice and particularly a number 
of furnaces, *hen reiined, had been 
given larger hearths. 


It would not be fair, however, to 


take 40,000,000 tons as the real capac- 
ity of the turnaccs in existence in tor 
spring of 1916, for the reason that dur- 
ing the period of idleness a dispro- 
portionate number of furnaces had 
been rellncd, and for a time the pro- 
portion out for relining was abnor- 
mally small. Tt would hardly be fair 
to take, the capacity at over 39,000,-

A scheme for clearing out frozen 


switches has been affected in the Con- 
neilsville yards that is saving much 
time and its use is being extended to 
different points in the Baltimore t. 
Ohio railroad system. The railroaders 
here have heen us>mg the new method 
for the past three or folli days. 


Instead of using between 35 and 40 


tnen, who are scattered all over the 
yards to dig out the ice from frozen j 
switch points, an engine is rigged up 
with a hose several yards long When 
a switch Is frozen up so that it cau- 
not be used, the engine is taken to 
that part of ti>e yard, and the steam 
pressure thrown into the hose 


The 85 pounds of steam is 
then 


turned on tie switch and the ict is 
melted to such an extent that the high 
pressure literally tears 
it 
ont 
in 


chunks. It taltea about two mbrutps 
to clear a switch point, and after the 
job is completed the track in the vicin- 
ity is entirely (ri>e of snow. It is then 
some time before the switch freezes 
shut again. 


By this method only a few minutes is 


taken to open the switch and much 
laHoor saved that can be utilized better 
at other work. The plan is bc'ng 
put into effect in many other yards on 
the system.

I such loan being made with the dis- 
tinct understanding that the article 
would be replaced within a reason- 
able time by the person to whom it 
was fiiven, and in each instance this 
has been done. 


The ladies of th« knitting depart- 


ment not being aware that they were 
violating a strenuous 
and 
binding 


rule of Red Cross National Head- 
quarters, and in their eagerness to 
do what seemed advissble for the ad- 
vancement of the work, in one or two 
cases sold several pairs ot knitted 
socks for ?2, and used the • money 
thus realized to purchase yarn with 
which to knit additional socks. As it 
requires about 51 worth of yarn to 
make a pair of socks, they felt that 
by acting in this fashion they were 
increasing the supply, and consequent- 
ly" the articles, winch the Red Cross 
could turn out, and in the very few 
cases in which this happened, they 
were prompted only by the best mo-
